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REMARKS 

At the time of the Office Action dated October 10, 2004, claims 1-14 were pending in 
this application. Of those claims, claims 1-3, 9, and 14 have been rejected. Applicant 
acknowledges, with appreciation, the Examiner's indication that claims 4-8 and 10-13 contain 
allowable subject matter. Rejected claims 1-3,9, and 14 have been canceled, and allowable 
claims 4-5, 7, 10-1 1, and 13 have been amended to be placed in independent form. Applicant 
submits that the present Amendment does not generate any new matter issue. 

On page two of the Office Action, the Examiner objected to the drawings pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. §§1.84 (p)(4), 1.84(p)(5). In response, Applicant has amended the specification to 
address these issues. Specifically, numeral "43" has been removed from the specification and 
numerals "20" and "21" have been replaced respectively with "20a, 20b, 20c, 2d" and "21a, 21b, 
21c, 2 Id." Also, reference numeral "219" has been included in the specification. In addition, 
Fig. 4 has been amended to replace reference number "210" with reference numeral "209." 
Applicant submits that the amendments to the specification and the drawings do not generate any 
new matter issue. Applicant, therefore, respectfully submits that the imposed objections to the 
drawings has been overcome and, hence, solicit withdrawal thereof. 

Claims 1-3, 9, anp!4 are Rejected Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being Anticipated 
by Jentzsch, U.S. Patent Publication No. 2002/0053295 

Claims 1-3, 9, and 14 have been rejected, and thus, this rejection is moot.
